MIR Hereas Robert Smith Eſquire, now high Sherifle of the County of 
: We Eſſex, hath lately received a Writ bearing date the rwenty ſeventh 
Wee day of May, in the eighteenth yeere of his now Majeſties reigne, 
»/, o//©, thereby commanding himto publiſh a Proclamation, whereby all 
DARD his Majeſtics SubjeQts belonging to the Trained Bands or Militia 
of this Kingdome, are forbidden to raiſe, March, Muſter, or exer- 
ciſe by vertue of any -Order or Ordinance, of one or both Houſes of Parliament, 
without conſent or warrant from his Majeſtic upon paineof puniſhment according 
to the Lawes, And whereas the ſaid high Sherifte hath now addreſſed himſelfe to 
both Houſes of Parliament, for advice and direQRions therein concerning the ſaid 
Proclamation tobe contrariant and repugnant to the Qedinance and Judgement of 
both Houles of Parliament concerning the Militia 

Fr is therefore Declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament (they inten- 
ding nothing by the ſ:id Ordinance, but the protetionand ſecurity of his Majeſties 
perſon the defence of the Kingdome againl(t Forraigne invaſion, and preſervation of 
the publike peace againſt inteſtine Rebellions and Inſarreftions here at home, the 
maintenanceof the Priviledges and Authority of Parliament according to the Pro- 
rcſtation. | 

That the ſaid Wriris illegall for thatthe conſtitution and policy of this Kingdome, 
and the King by his Proclamation cannot declare the Lawy contrary to the reſolution 
of any of the inferiour Courts. of Juſtice, much leſle againſt the high Court of Par- 

 liament. And likewiſe for that this Writ forbiddeth that to be done which theyare ob- 
liged unto by their duty to God, theiralleagiance to his Majeſty,and thetruſt 23 
in them by the Common: wealth,(the Law having intruſted them to provide forthe-. 
goodand ſafety thereof.) And thar the ſaid high Sheriffe hath done nothing in forbea- 
ringto publiſh the aid Proclamation,but according to his duty, and in obedience to 
the Orderof beth Houſes. Ana he is hereby required not to publiſh the ſaid Procla- 
mation, or any other Proclamations or Declarations of the like nature, thatconcerne 
the Parliament, without firſt acquainring the ſaid Houſes. 

Anditis further declared that the ſaid high Sherifſe and other Sheriffes of other 
Counties within this Kingdome of Exglaud, and the Dominion of Wales, for their 
obedience to the Orders and Ordinances of Parliament ; Or that have, or here- 

afterſhall doe any thing in the exccution thereof, ſhall be proteRed by che powerand
